JAPAN'S POSITION. * 

At present no one Power is suprome in the 
Far East: or any whore else, indeed, eave within 
itx own borders or thoee of its dependencies. 
China was so once, perbaps, and it’ is the 
difficulty which the Chinese find in realising that 
the sceptre bas long since passed frou: the hands 
of their rnlors that handicups themn—in tbat io 
thair enperlative conceit they still believe China 
toocoupy the babof the wheel--when they seek ty 
follow the exemple of others in turning Oveiden- 

| tal_ methods and sciences to good account, - Great, 
Britain bas maintained at various times a large 
naval force in the waters of thé Orient, but when 
the special purpose for which that force hax boon 
cassem bled there has been served it hay commonly 
happened that the big vessels have returned! 
westward, and the British activity bas been 
limited for the most part to safeguarding 
_corpmercinl interests in those seas, ‘ibe growth, 
of Japan's Navy, however, has apparently given 
some sort of'colour to the supposition that she 
aims at securing for hersell a domination of 
another kind, thongh this. as will be sven, is in 
reslity based npon a total misapprehension of 
the facte.

SHIPPING ENTERPRISE IN JALAN, 
EXTENSION OF TRADE WITH CHINA, 


The iden-of pooling interests so us to raduoe 
working expenses which is now, it, would seam, 
about to taky definits shape among the four 
Japanese shipping companies at presunt ongaged 
io the Yaogte-kiang trade is ono that natorally 
commends itself to the Japanese mind, and it 
will be in no tray surprising to se» it thoroughly 
carried out. It is comparatively a now thing to 
find the Rising Sun flag boing’ carried by mor- 
chant steamers into the inoor wators of China, 
but the offorts made lately to trade with the 
Upper Yangteo and with the citios of the 
Kiangsi ond Honan Lake region have proved so 
romunorative that thers is now a keou desire in 
Japan to parsne the experiment yet farther ani 
to embark in the enterprise a more adequate 
capital, Hunan was once considered ta be the 
most distinotly anti-foreign of all Chiness prov- 
iuces, and porbaps less wos aotually koown of 
itthan of any, but contact with the outer world 
is having the effect of removing prajudios and 
of oponing the eyes of the native population as 
to Chinn’s real position in a remarkable degrea.
